Tbonitas of Colorado, eon of the former 
aeoretary-breasTirer of the Pioneer Oil 
company, was lint* rrotated by the 
senate com m ittee investigating the 
oil leasee. 
The witness told of the unsuccess­ 
ful efforts of the Pioneer c o m fily to 
obtain a lease to Teapot Dome naval 
oil reserve, 
He said his company 
applied in 1917 for a lease on 3,200 
acres In the center of the naval re­ 
serve. 
It already haw! a lease on 
several wells them existing in -the re­ 
serve. 
He said the application wa® 
rejected, as was an application fur 
a rehearing, made in April, 1921, to 
Secretary Fail. 
Thomas testified he again approach­ 
ed the interior departm ent in March, 
1922, but was told there was no use 
“ because the reserve 
had 
already 
been or would be signed.” 
He was 
not sure which phrase was used. The 
contract with Sinclair was not signed 
until April 7, 1922. 
The Pioneer company 
used 
the 
claim s to part of the reserve later 
to get $1,000,000 
from 
Sinclair, 
of 
which $200,000 was in cash and $800,- 
000 was to be in oil to be paid from 
profits Sinclair expected to make. 
Frank Vandonl'ip. New York bank­ 
er, grilled by the committee, adm itted 
he had no information on which to 
ba»e his statem ent in a recent speech 
that the sale of The Star by the late 
President Harding should be investi­ 
gated. 
Repeated efforts to get from 
Vanderlip the authorship of or the 
haets for rumors he said he I lad been 
carried to him by -responsible per­ 
sona,” brought only 
the statem ent 
that he saw' a kettle of scandal sim­ 
m ering with ‘ some 
morsels" in it 
th a t ought to be scrutinized. 
Vanderlip said he made his public 
statem ent regarding the rumors about 
the Star solely for the purpose of 
having the rumors "brought to public 
attention and killed."

Sharply Quizzed. 
Democrats and Republicans impar­ 
tially joined in subm itting Vanderlip 
lo a merciless cross-examination in 
which his action was severely con­ 
demned and his motive sought. Com­ 
m ittee 
member® 
accused 
him 
of 
broadcasting scandal and it was even 
suggested that he had a 
grouch 
against the late Mr. Harding which 
he was seeking to satisfy. 
Ib is \ un­ 
derlip denied. 
Vanderlip retracted some of 
the 
criticism s of the committee itself, part 
of which was directed at its failure 
to force Albert B, Fall to testify. 
Vanderlip said the committee appear­ 
ed to be afraid to question Pall, but 
on the stand adm itted that statem ent 
was unwarranted. 
The 
investigating 
comm ittee re­ 
ceived a tip that high official® here 
lost heavily in stock m arket plunges 
a year or more ago and a $1,000,000 
“slush fund” w'as used to cover their 
losses. 
When the plight of the officials be- 
* cam e known to some of their friends 
in Wall street, $1,000,000 is said to 
have tbeen raised 
and 
transferred 
from a New York to a W ashington 
(bank. 
Relation of the $1,000,000 fund 
to the oil scandal is expected to be 
established by

money. This million was used purely 
as a loan, according to the story told 
the committee and all of It was re­ 
paid but $200,000. 
A dispute over the $200,000, which 
is still believed unsettled, caused hard 
leeltmg between the Wall street men 
who raised the money and ut least 
one who was involved as a borrower 
from the fund. 
Through this feeling 
the senate committee hopes to ferret 
out the tru th about the transaction

Characterizing the increasing bur­ 
den of taxation as a grave menace 
to the economic well being of the na­ 
tion, the report suggests the follow­ 
ing m ethods of reducing it: 
Reduce 
tho number of governing bodies in 
the county. 
Adopt a ”pay<as-you-go” 
policy for short-lived capital improve­ 
ments. Enact a law on bank deposits, 
to be collected "by the bank, and a 
mortgage recording tax, to be paid 
when the mortgage Is collected. Also 
have .the 
automobile tax collected 
when the license is obtained. 
The report advocates a reappraisal 
of real estate and strict observance’ 
of statutory debt limitations.

The ©enate m anufactures commit­ 
tee, which has been investigating the 
oil industry, has recommended: 
A 
uniform system of bookkeeping in all 
oil companies to detect profiteering; 
alteration in freight rates to permit 
mid-continent refineries to go after 
eastern m arkets; grand jury investi­ 
gations 
of .price 
manipulations 
in 
every state and enactm ent of legis­ 
lation to insure prosecution, and in­ 
vestigation 
of 
gasoline 
production 
patents to determine if their owners 
by virtue of a monopoly limit produc­ 
tion of gasoline. 
“Unless some means can be found 
to 
prevent 
the 
manipulation 
of 
prices,” the committee said, “it is cer­ 
tain that priced will be so advanced 
as to put gasoline beyond the reach 
of the public as a motor fuel.’’

shelter among some bushes half ti mile 
away. 
Blit before he rea< ’ «d the 
place he frequently felt the sharp hind 
claw’*, which eagles use when fighting 
large enemies. 
Had the fight occurred on the open 
plain, the panther doubtless would not 
have fared so well. 
As it was, the 
eagles had had fine sport at hi* ex­ 
pense. 
I think that no unarmed per­ 
son could fight off a pair of eagles 
any more than the panther could. 
How many eagles that panther has 
devoured, how many kits those eagles 
have carried to their lofty perches on 
the mountain tope, we cannot tell. 
If

corded, what interesting stories we 
should read !

Incandescent Lamp Is 
Used as Phone Receiver 
An Incandescent lamp can be made 
to act as a telephone receiver, and to 
accomplish this there is 
needed 
a 
metallic filament such as an Osram 
lamp of IOO candlepow’er. It is con­ 
nected on a 120-volt direct-current cir­ 
cuit with the use of a self-induction 
coll. In shunt on the lamp Is a con­ 
denser and also ’he secondary wind­ 
ing of a telephone transformer. 
On 
the primary end of the transform er is 
a five-cell storage battery and a mi­ 
crophone transm itter. 
Words spoken 
into the transm itter are reproduced 
by the lamp, thus giving a most novel 
effect. To explain this we may sup­ 
pose that the telephone currents are 
added upon the direct current so as 
to give waves w’hlch cause the lamp 
to burn more or less brightly, accord^ 
lug to the strength of the waves. I 
This causes small changes of heat in 
the lamp that act on the glass and 
the air, so that a sound is heard. 
Thick glass stops the action, and it I 
1^ best to use a 500 to 1,000 candle­ 
power lamp with thin glass as this is 
most sensitive and gives the best 
sounds.

“All unconsciously, every fair-sized 
city in the United States has copied a 
part of St. Andrews on American soil 
the golf links. 
All the Jibes and all 
the praise of golf must at last fall on 
the heads of this village’s early resi­ 
dents, because St. Andrews Is the capi­ 
tal of golf. 
And since these St. An­ 
drews’ golfers happened to play over 
a 
bumpy pasture, bumpy pastures 
have been built for golf enthusiasts 
in the arid wastes of Montana, amid 
coconut groves of the South seas, on 
Florida’s 
keys 
and 
the 
Himalaya 
mountains. 
Because a creek of the 
Eden happened to flow’ across this 
Scotch grazing ground, no golf course 
is complete without a w’ater hazard. 
“The town of St. Andrews is pecul­ 
iar. It is one of the few cities In the 
world lacking a geographical reason 
for existence. 
*It has no important 
railroad Junction, no coal field, no 
river. 
Situated on the bleak headland 
between the Firth of Forth where 
Edinburgh looks down and the firth 
which shelters Dundee, St. Andrews 
possesses a poor harbor, noted chiefly 
aa a trap for ships. 
Yet the history 
og ‘Gofftoon,’ as the town is called by 
golfers, goes back so far it is lost 
in antiquity. 
“Legend has It that Regulus, an 
Irish monk, brought the bones of St. 
Andrew to this missionary outpost 
some time between 500 and 700. The 
saint’s bones must have rested un­ 
easily because St. Andrews has been 
the religious whirlpool of Scotland 
ce. 
Its bishops hanged and 
were hanged. 
John Knox used the 
city as a base of operations for the 
reformists. 
Patrick Hamilton, a mar­ 
tyr, was burned before the cathedral. 
While Mary Queen of Scots sought 
refuge there, enemies planned her as­ 
sassination. 
In the Cromwell revolu­ 
tion another bitter storm centered on 
the town, and even today it lias not 
entirely recovered. 
Game and University Boon. 
“But throughout the story of strife 
runs the thread of golf. 
Golf and the 
university appear in the same century, 
the Fifteenth. 
Wars may rage and 
men kill each other for the glory of 
God, but the links on the shore of tile 
•German ocean’ were held sacred to 
the game. 
Three months before the 
Pilgrim fathers left Delftshaven James 
VI approved the contract for the first 
municipal golf links at St. Andrews. 
Later these links were acquired by the 
A n c ie n t an d Royal Golf C lub of St. 
Andrew’s, which, to this day, acts as 
the Justinian of golf law’ for the world. 
“Golf may have started in Holland, 
where a game called ‘kolf,’ apparently 
a cross between golf, hockey and bowl­ 
ing, was played, but Is now extinct. It 
was played on the Ice, within covered 
courts and even in churchyards. Even 
if the Scotch did import the sport, 
they changed it greatly. 
The location 
and peculiarity of terrain at St. An­ 
drews is found in golf terminology Just 
as tim topography is produced on ev- 
ery continent. 
’Links,’ for example

Luminous Fish That 
Shouts as It Swims 
Before the group of scientists com­ 
posing the Federation of American So­ 
cieties for Experimental Biology at St. 
Louis, Dr. C. W. Greene of the Uni­ 
versity of Missouri told of a newly 
discovered 
illuminated 
fish 
which 
silents as it swims. 
The fish was discovered in the wa­ 
ters of Monterey bay and has been 
named “Porte Thysnotatus.” 
Because 
of the peculiar construction of its 
swim bladder it is able to shout, he 
said. 
The bladder is U shaped, each 
leg about the size of a man s finger. 
Between the two legs Is a membrane 
having a small hole. 
When the shouter bears down upon 
a smaller fish it drives some of the 
gaseous contents of tile bladder from 
one end to the other, producing the 
noise. 
Tile swim bladder contains a 
gas with a larger percentage of oxy­ 
gen than atmospheric air, sometimes 
as high as 50 to 80 per cent oxygen. 
Hundreds of tests were taken to de­ 
termine that fact, said Dr. Greene. 
The fish bears 350 gleaming phosphor­ 
escent lights.

Helpful S u g g esters Made by the Ohio 
Experim ent Station. 
Success vHth the spring broods of 
tfigs depends largely upon the feed- 
! ing and 
management 
of the 
brood 
sows during winter. 
Sows fed grain 
alone farrow weak, undersized pigs 
of so low vitality that many of them 
soon die. 
By adding a dairy by-product, tank­ 
age, or fish meal and a little clover or 
alfalfa hay to the grain feed the sows 
will give birth to larger, more vigor­ 
ous pigs and the loss will be small. 
A bright 
green leguminous 
hay 
saves grain, carries considerable pro­ 
tein and mineral matter, is 
laxative 
and supplies needed bulk to keep the 
sows from becoming hungry and rest 
less. 
If the hay is fed in racks, it 
will induce the sows to take the ex­ 
ercise 
which 
is so 
essential. 
An 
abundance of clean drinking water is 
also important. 
Among other essentials mentioned 
by animal husbandry men of the Ohio 
Experiment Station, are freedom from 
parasites, warm, dry, well ventilated 
sanitary quarters. 
With proper feed­ 
ing and care there is little danger of 
the feverish condition at 
farrowing 
which causes the sow to be restless 
and cross and even 
to devour 
the 
pigs. 
I 
Just before 
farrowing, 
however, 
especial care Is sometimes needed to 


prevent constipation and administer­ 


ing a physic may be necessary. Feed­ 


ing linseed meal and wheat bran is 
helpful in preventing this condition.

Elevators of Clark K. and C. W«bb 
Hunsicker Consumed by Flames. 


Losses Will Probably Reach $50,000, 
Covered by Insurance—Fire Started 
in Engine Room—Circleville Fire 
Department Rendered Assistance. 


Fire at Woodlyn, the Pennsylvania 
railroad station for Williamsport, this 
forenoon totally 
destroyed the 
tw o, 
grain elevators of C. Webb Hunsicker 
and Clark K. Hunsicker. 
The Webb 
Hunsicker building, which is on the 
south side 
of the railroad 
was the 
first to catch 
fire and from 
this it 
was communicated to the Clark Hun­ 
sicker elevator, which is just opposite 
on the north side of the track. 
The total 
loss 
oh buildings 
and 
stocks is estimated to reach $50,000. 
The first structure caught fire about 
8:30 o’clock, and the flames as nearly < 
as could be ascertained started in the 
engine room and were soon

control, rapidly spreading thru the 
building which was nearly forty feet 
in height.

There is need for a considerable 
expansion of the sheep Industry In the 
United States and the future holds 
promise of much greater stability for 
It than it has enjoyed In the past, 
say workers of the Department of 
Agriculture. 
They believe the expan­ 
sion of the future will be character­ 
ized by less violent fluctuations than 
have been common heretofore because 
there Is relatively little unoccupied 
land to which the industry can turn 
and the pioneer phase of mutton and 
w?ool production is rapidly passing. 
Nevertheless it is pointed out that 
the sheepman in this country will al­ 
ways have to meet severe foreign com­ 
petition. 
He must not only compete 
with wool growers in other countries, 
hut with producers of other live stock, 
for land, labor and machinery of pro­ 
duction. There is also the problem of 
getting an adequate place for lamb 
and mutton In the diet of the country. 
Moreover the sheepmen are warned 
that the recurring cycles of prosperity 
or depression that have been the bane 
of the sheep industry in the past «*an- 
not be altogether eliminated. 
When 
prices for mutton and wool are low 
producers 
necessarily 
reduce 
their 
flocks. This action Increases the num­ 
ber of sheep marketed and causes ad­ 
ditional price depression. 
Later on 
the supply of wool and mutton gets 
low so that prices rise again. 
When 
this takes place producers once more 
enlarge their flocks until the demand 
Is overshot again and the cycle is re­ 
peated. 
The sheep industry reached 
a low point during the recent period 
of financial depression. 
It Is now 
building 
up, 
but 
the 
department’s 
workers do not expec t any early sat­ 
uration of the home demand because 
the market for mutton is continuing 
strong and the country normally has 
to Import about half its wool supply. 


Scientific Knowledge Essential. 
Many eastern and midwestern farm­ 
ers, It is said, can now more readily 
meet the competition of the west runge 
operators. The eastern men have good 
nearby markets and in many cases can 
raise sheep at a lower cost than is 
possible under some western range con­ 
ditions. 
Rapid increase in the East 
seems, however, to be limited by lack 
of knowledge concerning the care of 
sheep and also by the attractions of 
other brunches of farming.

Important changes have taken place 
In the sheep industry In the lust twen- 
f ty years. Formerly sheep In the Untt- 
1 od States were raised almost exclu­ 
sively for wool. Recently the produc­ 
tion of mutton and lamb has assumed 
a dominating place in the industry. In 
many western range outfits lambs fur­ 
nish approximately 55 per cent of the 
revenue. But one of th** greatest prob­ 
lems In marketing Is that of avoiding 
congestion during the three-months’ 
period from August lr* to November 
15, and the department’s specialists 
i rge sheepmen throughout the coun­ 
try to give this matter their close at­ 
tent Ion. 
Lamb receipts at leading markets 
in this three-months’ period are fre­ 
quently much greater than can be 
readily absorbed. 
Such gluts always 
bleak prices. 
Autumn congestion is 
aggravated by the practice of market­ 
ing lambs of inferior quality at this 
time. 
These inferior native lambs 
have a depressing influence on th e ; 
market. 
Besides hurting the sale of I 
good 
lambs, 
they 
generally 
fetch 
prices below production costs. Sheep­ 
men who can get their lambs to market 
earlier are advised to do so; hut if I 
the lambs are not suitable for Slaugh- I 
tor before August they should he held 
a few weeks or shipped to feed lots. 
j 
Another problem which the sheep­ 
men are faced with is that of win­ 
ning a stable market for Iamb and 
tiuutton. 
Consumption of lamb aud 
mutton in this country varies widely 
from year to year. From 1907 to 1922 
per capita consumption ranged from 
4.7 pounds Uh 1917 to 8.2 pounds in 
*1912, a variation of more than 74 per 
cent. The importance of this variation 
*s apparent when the fact la taken 
alo account that there ll practically
